Shipbutlding Trust Scandal. 

Charles M. Schwab, former head of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
and J. P. Morgan, the chief. promoter 
of that vast enterprise, have been con- 
nected with a shady 
transaction in the 
organization of the 
now defunct ship- 
building trust 
through the sworn 
testimony of Le Roy 
Dresser, president of 
the Trust Company 
of the Republic, in a 
suit brought by this 
: ané amother_ trust 
company to foreclose mortgages. Mr. 
Dresser told how Mr. Schwats had sold 
the Bethlehem Steel works to the ship- 
building trust for $30,000,000 when it 
was worth only $10,000,000 and that 
Mr. Morgan shared in the rake off, hav- 
ing a secret eontract to market their 
securitiés first. Schwab was. sum- 
moned. Morgan & Co, denied. connec- 
tion with the deal. 


Dividend Reflects Depression. 

The effect of the long continue | de- 
pression in the speculative’ market, in 
which the steel trust figured so promi- 

“nently, beeame tangibly apparent when 
“the directors of the United States Steel 
corporation declared a dividend of one- 
half of 1 per cent on the $508,302,500 
of common stock. This was a 50 per 
cent cut and was said to be due to a 
falling off in the company’s. orders as 
compared with last year. 


Strikes Kill Morse Company. 

The Morse Iron Works and Dry Dock 
company ‘of Breoklyn, one of the lar- 
gest ship repair yards in America, went 
into the hands of a receiver. A.long 
series of strikes by its union controlled 
employees had so tied up the work of 
the shop that: outstanding notes could 
not be met. -Three thousand men were 
thrown out of work. The liabilities .of 
the company are $1,010,000. Officers 
and stoekholders lose heavily. 


Rock Island’s Bond Issue. 

{The Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cifie Railway company has authorized 
a new bond issue amounting to $250,- 
000,000. It is understood. the proceeds 
will be used to refund the bonded debt 
of all the roads of the Rock Island sys- 
tem, aggregating 20,000 miles. 


Boston’s New Grain Rate. “4 

As a result of the efforts of the Bos- 
ton chamber of commerce on Oct, 15 
the so called minimum rate on grain 
maintained by the ocean steamship 
lines will be abolished. The railroads 
have reduced the all rail- rate from 7 
cents to 6 cents a bushel, so that Bos- 
ton’s grain shipping business will not 
be entirely cut out. 


The October Crop Report.

ATTACKED HIS NURSE 


Pitcher Ed. Dohehy Murderously Assaulted Oberlin 
Howarth Last Sunday. 


Edward R. Doheny, the femous 
Liteher of® the Pittsburg Nutional 
ieugue baseball team, while insane, 


murderously assaulted’ his nurse anc 
medical adviser, Oberlin Howarth, at 
his home 112. Main . street,« . Andover, 
Sunday morning. Doheny was exam- 
ined by Dr.’ E. G. Cenrey and Dr.-R. . 
M. Birmingham, declared insane ind 
committed to. the Danvers Insame usy- 
lim. «Howarth wag hit over the nead 
vith a cast iron parr stove foot-rest, 
end_a deep gash was inflicted in his 
lead. He was unconscious for an 
teur, but his condition is much ‘tm- 
proved and no sérious econseyli?nces 
are anticipated. . 

Doheny has been acting stiangely 
since the middle of the summer when 
he suddenly left his team at Cincinna- 
ti, O., under the hallucination that he 
vas pursued by detectives. .He came 
Gtuect to his:home in Andovei and 
‘when he reached here appeared to be 
nerfectly sane. He said he was_simply. 
tired out and wanted a rest. He de- 
ciared at the time that he had not left 
his téam for good and that his oniy 
reason for coming home so sudaenly 
wag that he feared a nervous collapse, 
end felt that he ought to jay off a 
while and. recuperate. 

He said that he would soon b2 back 
with his team and he kept his word, 
fcr in two weeks he rejoined the Pi- 
rates at Boston and. pitched ° several 
frames,

Having seen that the wounded man 
would have proper care, the young men 
leaving Doheny in bed, retired just out- 
side the door to watch him, to see that 
he made no attempt to enter the other 
part of the house, where the women 
were unprotected, and to await the ar- 
rival of the police who had been .noti- 
fied of the. trouble. Doheny, being left 
to himself, got out of bed, armed him- 
self with an other fender from the stove, 
went to the window then to the door 
and ordered the men to get out;:but 
they with the police who’ had just then 
arrived, entered the house without op- 
position, secured, dressed and prepared 
the poor man for journey to Danvers. 
' The report that Doheny for more than 
an hour held at. bay a score of neigh- 
bors and several policemen is contrary 
to fact, for he held no one directly con- 
nected with the affair at, bay for a single 
moment, notwithstanding lhe-wasa dan- 
gerous man to deal with if one was off 
guard, 

Doheny was taken to the police sta- 
ten, examined by. physicians ana pro- 
rounced insane. He was committed to 


; Danvers on papers prepared by Judge 


Andrew C, Stone of Lawrence. He 
feemed calm enough when taken aw.iy
